“Though we finned with the Serpent, 
we do not grovel on our Bellies like him; our 
erect Figure we ftill retain, and every Man’s 
Eye, almoit, is lifted up; but not to Heaven 
indeed, that feems to be out of our Thoughts, 
as : ell as our Reach, but in Emulation of that 
Fellow Creature whom Fortune has placed in 
the next a above us; and, if we cannot 
attain to the e Level, we endeavour to 
cheat the W sad fete fuch an Opinion of us, 
as we are coni{cieus hath no Peuadetion: 

It is remarkable, that in this almoft univerfal 
Vying with one another, the Conteft is princi- 
pally confined either to Wealth, Grandeur, or 
feme other worldly Cireumadfanies: who hath 
the moft finifhed Head, or enlarged Heart, is 
rarely a — of Di spe 3 and our very Am- 
bition is low, fenfual, and favouring ef the Dutt 
from whence we were t: ae. 

At this Time, the Furniture end Expences 
of every Tradeiman, now equal thofe of the 
Merchant formerly ; thote of the Merchant fur- 
pafs thofe of the firft-rate Gentleman; thofe of 
the Gentleman the old Lords, &¥c, 

All cther Nations have each their favourite 
Luxury; as the /ta/zan his pompous Palace, the 
Frenchman his fine Suit, the Pole his fplendid 
gui} age, the German his capacious Cellar, the 
Spaniard his Bead-Rol! of Titles, &c. Butour 
“Latte is univerfal; and there is fcarce a Jittle 
Clerk among us, who does not think himfelf 
the Outcaft “of Providence, if not enabled by 
his Salary, Fees, &¢. to outlive the rich Man 
in the Gofpel. 

With fo many Outlets for Expence, it is no 
Wonder that we are become as poor as we are 
ae ak , nor ought tt to be woncered at, that 

the Dearth of Money ane increafes ; fince, 
exclulive of what is yearly funk, every Miter, 
who has quartered himfelf upon the Publick, by 
throwing out his Fortune at Intereft at Ten per

to Saturday, Fuly 25; 1752. 299 
Cent. per Annum, forms a little Refervoir of his 
own, which never fecs the Light any more, 
unlefs in fome very extraordinary Cafe; which 
is to him what the See¢d-’Time is to the Farmer; 
who, though he {catteis abroad his Grain, is fure 
to receive it back with Ufury. 

Thefe are the Evils. Where fhall we look 
for the Cure? Not from Laws; none can be 
fo framed as to reach them; and fuch a Reme- 
dy would be worfe than the Difeafe. How 
then? From the Leaders of the Herd; from 
more ‘Courtenance fhewn to the Underftand- 
ing, and Jefs to the Appetite; from an Affec- 
tion manifefted to Virtue, and a delicate Senfe 
of honeft Fame? Monkies are not more faith- 
ful Mimics than Men, and wherever the Great 
jump, the Herd will be fure to follow. 

So long ago as the Reign of King Ffames IT. 
an eminent Burgomafter of Am/ferdam, hav- 
ing obferved the Degeneracy which began to 
fhew itfelf among the Dutch, and the Exceffes 
which were the Ifue of Wealth and Idlenets, 
took this Method to fhew his Countrymen the 
Folly and Danger of their Prodigalities. 

Ee invited the whole Magiftracy (confifting 
of thirty-fix Perfons) and their Ladies, to a 
Dinner, which they made no Doubj, both for 
Variety and Delicacy, would be worthy both 
of him and them. But how great was their 
Difappointment and Mortification, when they 
faw the firft Courfe upon the Board, confifting 
of Apples boiled in Buiter-Milk, Stock-Fith 
with Turnips and Carrots, Red Herrings, a 
Lettice Sallad; and for Drink, Small Beer.-——~— 
The Hoft invited his Guefts to fall to; the Lae 
dies pleaded Want of Appetite; the Men look- 
ed like the young Prophets, when they cried 
cut that Death was in the Pot; and tll the Ta 
ble was cleared, icarce a Word was fpoke. But 
then there appeared under every Plate a Scroll 
of Verfes, fignifying, “IMhat fuch was the Fare 
of their Fore-fathers, when their City began 
firftt to thrive, and the States to have a Name 

among the Nations. 

The fecond Courfe was then ferved up, 
which confifted of Butcher's Meat of every 
Sort, roafted and boiled; but all undifguifed 
with the Arts of Cookery, and without any 
other Sauce, than what a good Stomach was to 
fupply. agli/h Beer and Frenco Wine were 
likewife added to the Side-board; and, when 
the Table was cleared, certain other Ver{es pre- 
fented themfelves, by which the Guefts were 
informed; That, with regard to the Wants of 

Ccc Natures 
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Nature, thefe were Luxuries; that it was the 
Office of Reafon to regulate both the Tafte 
and the Appetite; that by living, thus, they 
would leave both their Wealth and their Iem- 
perance to their Heirs, who being ufed to iuch 
excellent Examples, would blufh to be thought 
degenerate by their Children. 

‘The Table was then fpread with all Man- 
ner of Fifh and Fowl, relifhed with the moft 
poignant Sauces, which were ierved up in 
Piate, accompanied with Wines of the fhnett 
Growth of the Rhine, Mofeile, Champagie 
and Burgundy, and followed with a poetical 
Memorial, importing, That all beyond e- 
nough, was too much; that all beyond Nou- 
rifhment was Luxury; and that al! beyond 
Decency was Extravagance; that Intempe- 
rance had a fmiling Afpect, but a dreadful 
Retinue, confifting of the whole Aflemblage 
of Diteafes; that Death had been their Cook, 
and that he had infufed flow Poifon in every 
Sauce. 

The !aft Scroll feemed to ftrike a momen- 
tary Damp on the Spirits of the Guefts; which 
was foon forgot, on the Appearance of a moft 
magnificent Defert, to which not only all £u- 
yope, but both the Jndies had contributed, fol- 
lowed by the Wine of Tokay, the Water of 
Barbadoses, and every other Delicacy that Wealtn 
without Bound could purchafe. After which 
the Hand-Writing again denounced; That Lux- 
ury is to Property, what a Plague is to Heaith; 
that it is equally contagious, “and equaliy de- 
tiructive; thatit is the Difeafe of which the no- 
bleft Monarchies, and moft fiourifhing States 
have died; that when it became epidemical in 
a Country depending on Commerce, like theirs, 
a Diflolution muft inevitably follow; in Con- 
fequence es which the rich and renowned City 
of Am/flerdam would again be reduced to a Fifh- 
ing Village, and their ‘Potterity become as poor 
as their Anceftors were, without their Conti- 
nence, Induftry, or Virtue. 

The wife, teafonable, and excellent Admo- 

tions of this notable Burgomatter, it is more 
than probable, had jut as much Effeét in m- 
jfierdam, as the Repetition of them here, will 
have in England. The Rigour of them was, 
‘perhaps, ridiculed by a few, the Truth ac- 
knowlejged by the Majority, and the Appli- 
cation neglected by all. So powerful is Reaton 


in the Field, fo infignificant are the Fruits of 
her V 7 MSE 
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I will, however, take the Liberty to enforce 
what I have faid, with a fhort Allegory. 


Flonefty, Thrift, and Chearfulnefs undertook: 


to keep Houfe together. Aone/ly was to go- 
vern all, Thrift to provide all, and Chearful- 
nefs to dreis and prepare all. Eph had a ve- 
ry great Hcufhold, yet maintained their Charge, 
relieved the Poor, and laid up fcomewhat for 
Pofterity. All Things went {weetly on while 
Chearfulne/s was the Cook, Yérift the Caterer, 
and Hone/ly the Steward. If any of the Fami- 
ly was diicrdered, Hone/y reformed them; if 
any lavifh and prodigal, Thr i/t recovered them ; 
if any melancholly Cheerfuluefs revived and 
cheared them. 

But, after a while, this Chearfulne/s getting 
a little a-head, begins to carry Mirth into Ex- 
travagance, and falls cut with Térz/t, under 
Pretence of being reduced to fhort Allowance. 
He had invited a Number of Fidlers, merry 
Fellows, Dancers, &c. and demanded that ex- 
traordinary Chear fhould be provided for them. 
This Thrift utterly refufed, as trefpafling upon 
Articles ; Chearfulnefs was politi ive; and, th 
Quarrel growing hot, Hone/ly was called : 
moderate the Matter. But, before fhe could 
make her Appearance, the Rabble burit in, tock 
Chearfulne/s’s Part, tnatched the Keys out of 
Thrift?s Band, ranfacked the Coffers, exhauft- 
ed the Treafury, turned Honeffy and Thrift ov 
of Doors, fung, danced, drank, and threw the 
Houfe, as it is faid, out o Windows. 

‘Thus the Family broke up; for juft as Ho- 
ney and Thrift went cut, Beggary came in; 
only the two firft erected a new Houfe, and 
repaired their Ffitates; to eet not 
ter, Chearfulne/s came a cine but never 
could be admitted as cone a the Family any 
more; fhe wus, however, fent for on Hcl 
days to make them merry, and, in return, was 
maintained out of their Alms.

But, tho’ I ftate my Cafe thus freely and 
iunpartially, and condemn myieif thus rigorouf- 
ly, there are certain Alleviations, which T think 
neceffary to lay before you: I faid above, that 
I tometimes reafon’d; but then that very Rea- 

on ferves only to reproach, or betray me: In 
the critical Moment, when it ought to give me 
the ftrongeft Support, it either deludes, or de- 
ferts me utterly, T am either incapabie of 
thinking at all, or elfe fee things in a quite dif- 
ferent Light from what they appear upon cool- 
er Reflection. When, heated with Wine, fro- 
lic with good Humour, and ftimulated with 
gay Converfation, Plieafure prefents herlelf be- 
fore me in fo defirable a Shane, that I can’t help 
giving Way to her Temptations: She per{uades 
me, that the prefent Moment is all I can call 
my Sibel, that Time, unenjoy’d, is wafted ;

’s Side, or fee mi ing to have done {>, which is 
all one; fo — not only fall into a Snares 
but think, for the Time being, what I do 1s 
right.——’Tis truce, Appetite never fails to 
throw in his cafting | Voice, and perfuades me 
that nothing would be fo impertinent as to be 
undeceiv’d. 

ut when the Scene fhifts, when all thefe 

Peomntaene vanifh, I tind myfelf lett to 
count my ae what, pafling, feem’d fo de- 
licious, pafs’d, makes me wonder how I could 
be enamour’d of a 1 Phantom, that rather affords 
Difguit than Enjoyment; and I am forc’d to 
compare the Bewitchments, I had been fo fond 
of, to the Evening Clouds, gay, while gilded, 
but, when envelop’d with Darkneis, rather hor- 
tid thar puca fing. 

Thus I appear to myfelf, and iu Friends, 
in two diftinét Characters; at once, the mott 
mortified and licentious Creature in he World:

tented to laug h only, but the Rogues are eter- 
nally fetting Snares to feduce me into a Relapte, 
as often asever I vowa Reformation: If I for- 
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{wear Taverns, they feduce me in a Family- 
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Way; if I make myfelf a Reclufe, they are in- 
defatigable in finding me out, and ure fo over- 
joy’d, and fo affectionate, that I can’t find in 
my Heart to refufe them any Thing. 

Thus, with a little more Sincerity than 
Shak/peare has beftowed on his Fulfaff, I am, 
to the full, as frail a Convert: And my Ac- 
quaintance are never fo well pleafed, as when I 
feem moft carneft to take up, as having then 
Experience on their Side to witnefs, that I am 
or the Point of affording them as much cr 
more Sport than ever. 

Not long fince, which is the immediate Oc- 
cafion of this prefent Letter, having obferv’d,

like inflam’d, and none wite, or courageous 


enough, to put a Stop to the growing Licenti- 
oulnefs, —In that nice Crifts, Women ap- 
pear’d, Women as frolic and libertine as our- 
fel ves : Women, as Adilton divinely fays, Prac- 
tied to troll the Tongue, and roll the Eye.— 
‘Theie were receiv’d in a Manner agreeable to 
their own Wivhes, as they came fo opportune- 
ly to ours: The Ixpence immediately dou- 
bled ten-fold; Intemperance had its full Swing, 
and the Evening ended no Body knows how ; 
for, when [ recover’d my “one I found I 

was in a ttrange Houle, with ftrange Compa- 
ny; and had a long bill to pay, without a Far- 
thing in my Pockets to do it wi 

I am now come again to my: elf, I mean my 

better Sel’, and have avoided my loofe Compa- 
nions ever fince: Happy if I can, at laft, ge 
the better of this abfurd Phiancy, and no longer 
have Reafon to reproach mytelf, that my Prin- 
ciples are a Satire on my Practice. and my 
Pradtice on my Principles!

IF Y write from Placentia, that Cardinal 
Alberoni died there the 26th of laft Month, 
in the Arms of his Confeflor. He had been 
Prime-Miniiter at the Court of Spain, and while he 
had the Management of the Aijairs of that Crown, 
ave fo mary Proofs of an extraordinary Genius, 
that though his vait Proyeéts were never carricd into 
Execution, he acquired the Reputation of one of 
the greatelt Politicians in Europe. His Eminency 
before he died gave all his Keys to Count Anguif- 
fola, and declared his Defire to be buried at St. La- 
zirus; but we have not yet heard any Particulars 
of his Will. 

Bologna, Fuly z. Cardinal Alberoni was the Son 
of a poor Gardener in the Suburbs of Placentia, 
and was born in his Cottage on the 29th of March, 
1664, and his extraordinary Abilities rais’d him to 
the Pitch of Greatne{s to which he arriv’d, 

Placentia, Sub 3. We hear that Cardinal Albe- 
yoni his le{t all his Eftate in Lombardy to the Col- 
lege of St. L-zarus: that his Nephew is to enjoy 
the Revenues of that in the Romagna ; and that af- 
ter his Death they are to revert to the fame Col- 
lege.
